Profiting by the Claim. 


The famous Reavis-Peralta land grant 
case 8 on trial before the United States

been fought for years by men who were 
originally St. Louisans and whose connec- 
tion with the claim has been developed 
through a search of the Post-Dispatch. for 
the local history of James Reayjs and Dr. 
- George M. Willing, ‘who first interested 


Reavis in the matter. 
The case involves he ‘title to 12,300,000 


acres of land in Arizona, valued at $75,000,- 
000; $5,300,000 of settlers’ notes for water 
rights, contingent on the title being con- 


firmed, and a suit by Reavis against the 
United States Government for $10,000 dam- 


ages 
The foundation for the 1 „K case Was 
laid in St. Louis in 1870 by Dr. George M. 
Willing. His sister-in-law, Mrs. Tillie WIll- 
ing, and his nephew, rge Willing, still 
live here. Dr. Willing, who had spent much 
of his time in Arizona, laid before Reavis 
what purported to be a grant by King 
Ferdinand VI. in 1742 to an ancestor of one 
Don Miguel Peralto for what is now known 
as the Barony of Arizona. Willing claimed 
that he had met 8 i. ae ee 
bought his rights to the grant tor 

— 4 He enlisted Reavis, who. had been 
a street car conductor in St. 

but was.then e ed in the real estate 
business, in the enterprise and they deter- 
mined to set about establishing the claim. 
The events which ‘followed have involved 
some of the most promiment public men of 
the country, as well as the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, They have led to the ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars and the 
passage of a bill through Congress four 
years ago for the establishment of a court 
of claims to pass upon the title. It is this 
court which is now in sesston at Santa Fe. 
It has cost the Government about $250,000 to 
investigate the claim. The great Maxwell 
land grant was insignificant compared to 
the Peralta claim. And all this came about 
through the Willing deed, and the alleged 
grant which he bought from Peralta. 

The Willing heirs in St. Louis lo since 

ve up hope, as Reavis, after having ob- 
ssession of Dr. Willing’s papers, 

the basis of his claim, and now 

s his right to title through his wife, 

ace he married in 1878, and who, he as- 
serts, is the only living heir of the Peraltas. 

The basis of Reavis’ claim is the deed 
which Dr. Willing obtained, And while he 
now says that the Peralta: from whom he 
bought it 82 * authortzed to transfer 
the papers, is the genuineness of the 
grant itself u X. which the case rests.

RAILWAY STATISTICS. 


Poor Showing in Percentage of Increase 
of Construction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.—The 
seventh statistical report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioh for the year ending 
June 30, 1894, has just been submitted. 

The total railway mileage in the United 


States on June 30, 1894, was 178,708, an in- 
crease during the year of 2,267 miles, The 
increase during the previous year was 
4,897. The percentage of increase during 
1894 was less than for any preceding year 
for which reports have been made to the 
Commission and it is not probable that 
the year ending June 30, 189%, would show 
much improvement. The number of roads 
abandoned was sixteen. The total mileage 
of all the tracks was 233,533 miles. 

The total number of railroad corporatiens 
on June 30, 1894, was 1,924, an increase during 
the year of twenty-two. The number of 
roads not in operation was seventy-seven. 
The movement of consilidation during the 
Te on the basis of mileage invdivéd has 

een greatest in four years previous. Fif- 
teen roads, representing 1,734 miles, have 
been mortgaged. Twenty-two roads, repre- 
senting 2,362 miles, have been reorganized, 
and fourteen roads, representing 1,590 miles, 
have been consolidated. A classification of 
railways on the basis of operated mileage 
shows that forty-four roads, each with a 
mileage of over 1,000 miles, have operated 
100,547 miles of line, or 56.30 per cent of the 
total mileage of the country. Ninety roads 
operate 72.90 per cent of the entire mileage. 
On June 30, 1894, the total number of loco- 
motives were 35,492, an increase during the 
year of 704. The total number of cars re- 
ported was 1,278,078. The increase in the 
number of cars during the year was 4,132, 
as against an increase of 13,864 during the 
previous year. This falling off in the ratio 
of increase is due to the fact that the rail- 
ways have during the year destroyed a 
number of old, worn out cars. During the 
year 1,579 locomotives and 50,386 cars were 
fitted with brakes, and 1,197 locomotives and 
34,186 cars were fitted with au- 
tomatic couplers. © Seventy-four and 
eighty-one hundredths per cent of 
the total ipment is still with- 
out train brakes, and 72,77 per cent without 
automatic couplers. The total number of 
railway employes on June 30, 1894, was 779,- 
608, a decrease as compared wjth the num- 
ber on June 30, 1893, of 93,994, or 10.76 per cent. 
This is a smaller number employed than in 
any year since 1890. This decrease is due, 
the geport states, to the heavy falling off 
in t © and the endeavor of the railways 
to economize. A new feature in this report 
is a table giving a comparative statement 
of the average daily compensation of the 
various Classes of railway employes for 1892, 
1893 and 1894. The total amount of reported 
railway capital of June 30, 1894, was $10,796,- 
473,813, or 951 per mile of line. This is an 
increase in the amount of outstanding cap- 
ital during the year of $29,238,403. The 
amount of capital stock was $4,824,075,659, 
of which $4,103,584,166 was common stock, 
and $730,191,498 was preferred stock. The 
funded debt was $6,356,583,019. The amount 
of current NMabilities was $605,815,135. 

The revenue dertved from the carrfving 
of passengers was $285,349,558, and the reve- 
nue derived from freight traffic was $699,- 
490,913. During the year 1,823 railway em- 
ployes were killed and 23,422 were r 
as compared with 2,727 killed and 3,179 in 
jured in 1893. This marked decrease in cas- 
ulties is partly due, the @eport says, to 
the decrease in the number men employed 
and the decrease in the volume of bt business 
handled, The increased use of automatic 
appliances on railway equipment also may 
have rendered railway employment less 
dangerous. The number of passengers 
killed was 324, an increase of 2%, and the 
number injured was 3,034, a decrease of 
19%. To show the ratio of casualty, it may | 
be stated that one employee was illed out 
of every 428 in service and. one injured out 
of every thirty-three employed. -

Officials say the Government has been as- 
sured it will not have to cede the territory 
between Essejuibo and Pumpabrima, on the 
Orinoco Delta, including ‘the immensely 
rich mining region lying back of it.

inted to as an indication that the United 


tates hereafter will take a more <deter-. 


mined stand in favor of American republics 
as against Europe. The Government an- 
nounces that there is every prospect of an, 
early settlement of the difficulties with 
France, but a letter from a reliable source 
in Paris indicates just the opposite, hinting 
broadly that France and England may make 
common cause against it. 

The police efforts to discover the authors 
and circulators of a revolutionary procla- 
mation which has been freely circulated 
against President Crespo were unavalling, 
though nineteen arrests were made on sus- 
picion. The Government is denying that 
there is anything in the shape of a revolu- 
tion imminent, though scarcely a day 

ses without a report of new rebel at- 
acks on Government troops. 


Franco-Russian Alliance. 


NEW YORK, June 17.—A special to the 
Herald from Berlin says: It is positively 
stated that M. Hanotaux’s recent speech re- 
ferring to the Franco-Russian alliance has 
led to the interchange of official dispatches 
between the Imperian Chancellor and 
Prince Lobanoff Rostovsky. 

The Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs 
opened the correspondence with an intima- 
tion to the effect that no written treaty of 
alliance existed between France and his 
country. 

As if to give more point to this commu- 
nication, the Czar has given strict orders 
that the officers and men of his squadron 
at Kiel shall not attergpt to make any 
demenstrations indicating sympathy with 
the French sailors. 


Sinking of the Elbe. 

LONDON, dure 17.—The Board of Trade, 
after examining thoroughly all the reports 
regarding the sinking of the North German 
Lloyd steamship Elbe, early during the 
morning of January 31, which resulted in 
the loss of about 370 lives, has ruled that 
the mate of the Crathie, the British steam- 
er which ran jnto and sunk the German 
steamship was responsible for the disaster. 

Consequently the mates certificate was 
suspended.
